Council offices 
cou Id be closed 



JOB loss fears have been raised 
following the announcement 
that a major Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council office could be 
shut within six months. 

Rumour of the proposed closure of 
Cliftonville House, where about 200 
people are employed, spread among 
staff yesterday. 

This week, the authority’s chief 
executive, David Kennedy, confirmed 
to the Chron that the possible closure 
of the Bedford Road building was on 
the cards as part of proposals to save 
millions from the council’s budget. 

He said: “We’re aiming to reduce 
our costs next year quite significantly 
We expect to have to take several mil¬ 
lion out of the budget. 

“Obviously what we want to do is 
make reductions in such a way we 
cut overheads rather than staff. We 
want to make the council more effi¬ 
cient rather than reduce services.” 

Services based there include plan¬ 
ning, environmental health and the 
town’s neighbourhood wardens. 

The authority aims to leave the 
building by the end of March 2010 
and future possibilities being looked 
into for the site include renting the 
offices out to a private company or 
demolishing the building and selling 
the site to developers. 

Staff who were moved out of 


Cliftonville would then be transferred 
to the Guildhall or the council’s West- 
bridge depot in St James. 

Mr Kennedy said: “We are looking 


at whether we can get out of 
Cliftonville and centralise our opera¬ 
tions on the Guildhall and Westbridge. 
“It’s far better to look at that rather 


than cut services to the public.” 

But the council boss would not be 
drawn on how many jobs could be 
lost following the move. 


When pressed, he said: “There is a 
lot of money to be saved and nobody’s 
job is entirely safe in the public ser¬ 
vices at the moment.” 

News of the proposed move has 
sparked outrage among opposition 
councillors, who claim they were not 
consulted on the plan. 

Councillor Tony Clarke (Ind, Castle) 
received calls from several concerned 
members of staff. 

He said: “The way staff heard about 
these proposals is totally indefensi¬ 
ble and there has been no proper con¬ 
sultation with councillors. 

“Whatever the council’s budget 
problems, when people’s jobs and 
livelihoods are at stake, things must go 
through the proper channels.” 

The deputy leader of the opposi¬ 
tion, Councillor Phil Larratt (Con, 
East Hunsbury) agreed, adding: “I 
had heard the rumour and that’s not 
the way things like this should come 
out.” 

But the leader of the authority, 
Councillor Tony Woods (Lib Dem, St 
Davids ) said the authority had to 
investigate all ways of making sav¬ 
ings. 

He said: “The closure of Cliftonville 
is one of a number of options that’s 
being considered. Clearly, we have to 
look at all the options and we will 
do.”

A GRANDMOTHER, whose daugh¬ 
ter and two grandchildren were 
murdered in one of Britain's most 
brutal crimes, has desperately 
appealed for their killer to be 
denied release from prison on 
compassionate grounds. 

On July 17, 2000, the bodies of Claire 
Austin and her two children Keiren, aged 
eight, and seven-year-old Jade, were found 
in their home in Standens Barn, Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Claire had been beaten, strangled and 
repeatedly stabbed, the youngsters had 
been drugged and strangled and the fam¬ 
ily’s two pet poodles had been killed. 

Claire’s husband Philip Austin was 
jailed for three life sentences in 2001, with 
a minimum tariff of 20 years for carrying 
out the murders of his wife and children, 
and is still a Category A prisoner at 


Long Lartin prison in Worcestershire. 

He will not be considered for parole 
before 2021. 

But speaking last week, Claire’s mother 
Carol Quinn pleaded for the Prison Service 
to turn down potential requests by Austin 
for day-release after learning of his father’s 
death from a heart attack. 

Mrs Quinn said: “Not for one second 
did he show compassion to my daughter 
and grandchildren. 

“I don’t believe anyone should be show¬ 
ing him compassion now. 

“I know there are a lot of people in 
Northampton who are still very angry 
about what he did. 

“I don’t want to predict what would 
happen if he were to come back to 
Northampton for his father’s funeral, but 
if he is allowed out there could be trouble,” 
Mrs Quinn added. 

“That isn’t what I want to happen.” 


The 60-year-old, from Bugbrooke, said the 
family still struggled everyday to com¬ 
prehend the horrific slaughter of their 
loved ones, and added: “We will not get 
to see our grandchildren grow up. 

“They would be 16 and 17 now, but they 
will always be seven and eight to us. To 
have the possibility that he will be released 
hanging over us makes it so much harder 
to cope with.” 

It is understood Austin’s father, who 
was from Weston Favell, died during the 
early hours of yesterday morning. 

A spokesman for the Prison Service 
said: “Prisoners are entitled to apply for a 
compassionate licence to attend the fUneral 
of a close family member, providing they 
are not held in a maximum security prison, 
on the escape list, unconvicted or awaiting 
sentence. 

“Public protection must remain para¬ 
mount,” the spokesman added.

Five men 


found 


hiding in 
lorry set 
for town 


FIVE illegal immigrants have been discovered by border offi¬ 
cials hiding in a lorry bound for Northampton. 

A high-tech carbon dioxide reader was used to uncover the presence of 
the stowaways after immigration staff stopped a Polish-registered lorry 
as it was making its way from France to the UK. 

A spokesman for the UK Border Agency (UKBA) said the lorry company 
could now face hefty fines after the swoop, which took place in Calais at 
about 4am on Sunday, September 11. 

He said: “UK Border Agency officers 
working in Calais have thwarted an attempt 
by five illegals to sneak into the UK, hidden 
in a trailer full of televisions bound for 
Northampton. 

“A carbon dioxide detector recorded ele¬ 
vated readings of C02, indicating the pres¬ 
ence of stowaways. Officers found the cord 
which secured the trailer doors had been cut 
and then pinned back into place. 

“Officers opened the doors and found 
five Indian nationals hiding on top of the 
televisions.” 

The five men were fingerprinted, pho-

tographed, refused entry to the UK and 
handed over to the French authorities. 

A civil penalty of up to £2,000 could be 
levied for each of the illegal stowaways if 
the company and driver are found not to 
have taken adequate steps to secure the 
lorry and its load. 

Gail Adams, regional director for UKBA 
in the Midlands, said: “Our top priority 
is to stop would-be illegal immigrants 
before they reach the UK. That’s why we’ve 
got hundreds of British immigration offi¬ 
cers based overseas carrying out checks to 
stop illegal immigrants before they get to 
these shores. 

“Since January, we have stopped more 
than 14,000 individual attempts to cross 
the channel illegally and have searched 
more than 400,000 freight vehicles - check¬ 
ing that they are not harbouring illegal 
human cargo.”

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A GANG of arsonists is being 
sought by Northamptonshire Police 
on suspicion of "recklessly endan¬ 
gering lives" after lighting a series 
of fires close to a nature reserve in 
Northampton. 

A stretch of grass measuring hundreds 
of feet long was set alight on a steep 
embankment alongside a lake near Upton 
Way, and behind the Wildlife Trust’s Stor¬ 
ton Pits Nature Reserve in Sixfields. 

An appeal for information was issued by 
Northamptonshire Police following the 
incident, which was described by a 
spokesman as “arson recklessly endan¬ 
gering lives”. 

She said: “Just after 3pm on Thursday, 
five males set fire to dry grass on the 
embankment of Storton Pits Nature 
Reserve in Upton Way, near the football 
ground at Sixfields. 

“The offenders lit numerous fires. There 
was smouldering grass and fires mea¬ 
suring three feet wide, several hundred feet 
long. This stretched for most of the length 
of the lake.” 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire 
Fire & Rescue Service said four appli¬ 
ances were called to the blaze shortly after 
3pm. 

He said: “The original call came in at 
3.03pm and we arrived on scene at 3.06pm. 

“The incident involved a very large 
patch of grass on a steep embankment 
which had been set alight. Firefighters 
used beaters to bring the fire under control 
and put it out.” 

The land which was set alight is believed 
to be managed by Northampton Borough 
Council. 

A spokesman for the authority said it 
was trying to establish whether or not 
responsibility for its maintenance fell to the 
council or to the Homes and Communities 
Agency 



He said: “We have been told the damage 
was several hundred feet long, so it looks 
like this was a very big patch of land 
which was affected.” 

Jo Fowler, of the Wildlife Trust, which 
owns and manages the Storton Pits Nature 
Reserve, said staff had visited the site to 
make sure no damage had been caused 
to the reserve itself, which contains impor¬ 
tant wetlands for rare birds and insects.

CHEAPEST C, 
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Flasher caught in 
the act by victim 


A MAN who stood on a 
bridge and flashed a woman 
on a passing canal boat has 
been tagged by the courts 
and told he cannot leave 
the house after 7pm. 

Mark Ramsey, aged 48, of Acre 
Close in Daventry appeared before 
Daventry magistrates on Friday 
having been found guilty at 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court in 
July this year. 

The court was told that on 
August 7,2007, he stood on a bridge 
in Braunston and exposed himself 


to a woman who was travelling on 
a nar rowboat. 

Shaun Sigamoney, prosecuting, 
said: “The woman took a picture of 
the man on her mobile phone before 
he ran into a bush. But when her 
narrowboat emerged from the other 
side of the bridge, he continued 
to expose himself, so she phoned the 
police.” 

At a previous hearing in July, 
Ramsey denied five counts of inde¬ 
cent exposure near gateways and 
bridges alongside the Grand Union 
and Leicester canals between 2005 
and 2009. 


He was acquitted of the other 
four counts of indecent exposure 
due to a lack of evidence. 

Andy Hopkinson, defending 
Ramsey, said in court that he still 
denied the charge he had been 
found guilty of, but accepted he 
needed to be sentenced. 

Mr Hopkinson also said it would 
be difficult to ban him from canals, 
towpaths and bridges as he lives 
near a canal. 

In addition, he was fined £300 
in compensation costs which will go 
to the victim and £250 in court 
costs.

A FUTURISTIC, environ- 
mentally-friendly vision of 
how the University of 
Northampton could look 
in 20 years' time has 
been unveiled by cam¬ 
pus bosses, who have 
picked a company to lead 
future building plans at 
the institution.

facilities and business engage¬ 
ment.” 

Aerial projections of how 
the university could be trans¬ 
formed have been revealed. 
One of the key elements of 
the plans was environmental 
sustainability 

Paul Middleton, dean of the 
arts, said: “This is an excit¬ 
ing time in our history as we 
develop our teaching, learn¬ 
ing and research to meet the 
needs of a rapidly changing 
and challenging world. 

“The School of the Arts 
embraces new technologies in 
a dynamic cross-discipline mix 
that will drive our vision for a 
creative technologies campus,” 
he added. 

“I believe the chosen pro¬ 
posal by Alison Brooks Archi¬ 
tects will provide a powerful 
statement which captures and 
projects our collective values 
and ambitions.”

AN ANCIENT Hindu dance which paid 
homage to one of the religion’s oldest leg¬ 
ends took place on Saturday night when 
Northampton’s Hindu community cele¬ 
brated one of its major festivals. 

The nine-day festival of Navratri 
started on Saturday and in the evening 
about 250 members of the community 
attended a celebration at the Univer¬ 
sity of Northampton to mark the occa¬ 


sion. Nikul Odedra, a committee member 
of the Indian Hindu Welfare Organisa¬ 
tion (IHWO), explained that, along with 
Diwali which takes place next month, 
Navratri is one of the religion’s major fes¬ 
tivals. 

He said: “Navratri is the festival of 
worship and dance and is steeped in 
legend dating back many hundreds, if not 
thousands, of years. 


“There are different legends about 
why it started. Many, many moons ago 
there was a demon causing havoc on 
earth so the three main gods combined 
forces and created a goddess with three 
incarnations, one of which was a warrior 
goddess. She fought with the demon for 
nine days and on the 10th day she 
defeated him, so we celebrate for nine 
days in honour of the battle.”

F olding hard tops are a ‘must 
have’ technology at the 
moment. The improved C70 
is Volvo’s take on the theme. 

Volvo’s C70 is a classy folding 
hard-top convertible with smart 
looks and a decent array of 
engines. 

The car is very well built and 
safe in typical Volvo fashion, a 
relaxing cruiser rather than a 
sharp driver’s car. Its positioning 
in the market is also interesting, 
sitting above the mainstream 
offerings but below the premium 
models in terms of price. It could 
be just what you’re looking for. 

As with most aspects of life, 
there’s a right and a wrong way of 
doing things. Take the job of creat¬ 
ing a modern folding metal roof 
coupe-convertible car. Most manu¬ 
facturers to date have got it horri¬ 
bly wrong and it’s hard to think of 
many cars of this ilk that don’t 
possess huge, awkward-looking 
rears. That top, after all, has got to 
go somewhere. 

Buyers would put up with that 
in the same way as they’d overlook 
feeble boot capacity in the days 
when folding metal roofs were a 
novelty but these days, things have 
changed. Which is why Volvo’s C70 
is doing pretty well in this market 
sector. The rag-top first generation 
version was both practical and a 
looker and the restyled MK2 model 
we’re looking at here continues 


the trend, despite its more modern 
roof arrangement. 

You won’t see this car on too 
many track days - but then, you 
won’t be surprised to hear that, 
even in performance-orientated T5 
form, it’s really not that kind of 
car. Though competent on the 
twisty stuff, it’s a consummate 
cruiser first and foremost. 

The C70 doesn’t cope particular¬ 
ly well with poor road surfaces but 
on the flat it’s a comfortable and 
refined companion. 

Curiously for a convertible, we 
reckon the diesels are the ones to 
go for. True, Volvo’s oil-burners 
aren’t the most refined diesels out 
there but they aren’t too bad and 
neither is lacking in muscle. The 
D5 is, after all, only a tenth of a 
second slower than the 2.4-litre 
petrol alternative. 

We chose the entry-level 2.0-litre 
diesel for our test which comes 
with an excellent semi-automatic 
powershift transmission if you 
don’t want the perfectly acceptable 
6-speed manual box we tried. 

The 11s 0-60mph time of this 
variant sounds slow but like the 
D5, the engine has plenty of 
reserves of torque to waft around 
on. 

In styling this car, the Swedish 
design team started with a coupe 
profile and then set about making 
a convertible out of it. As a result, 
with the hood in place, you proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t guess that the C70 is 


capable of flipping its lid. 

This Volvo is a slick product. It 
never feels less than solid and the 
styling is well judged, whether the 
roof’s up or down. 


The engines are more than ade¬ 
quate too with the diesels in par¬ 
ticular delivering a good blend of 
performance and economy 
If you like the idea of ordering 


your prestigiously badged convert¬ 
ible with a metal folding roof and 
you want the potential to seat four 
adults and enjoy decent bootspace, 
then the C70 is hard to overlook.

Downey 5 Reality bites hard for 

for Saints defender Beckwith 


SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder is hopeful 
James Downey will be fit for Saturday’s 
clash with Leeds at Franklin’s Gardens (ko 
3pm). 

The powerful centre came off during the 
win against Gloucester clutching his ribs 
after a typically committed display. 

Mallinder said: “Jimmy took a bit of a 
knock.” 

And when asked if the Irishman will be 
fit for the Guinness Premiership game with 
newly-promoted Leeds, Mallinder said: 
“Hopefully” 

If Downey is out then Mallinder could 
switch Shane Geraghty to inside centre 
and bring back the fit-again Stephen Myler 
at fly-half. 

But if Downey recovers in time then 
Mallinder will have a conundrum to solve 
in the Saints midfield. 

Since Myler limped off with a badly 
bruised ankle in the opening day win against 
Worcester, Geraghty has been superb at 
fly-half. 

His attacking play and solid goal-kick¬ 
ing has seen Geraghty trumpeted for a 
return to the England side, with Mallinder 
agreeing the summer signing from Lon¬ 
don Irish is in good form. 

The second try in the 27-14 win at Glouces¬ 
ter exemplified Geraghty’s talent as he 
sliced through the Cherry & Whites midfield 
with a 20-metre run, and then spotted the 
overlap to change the direction of the attack 
at the last second for Jon Clarke to score in 
the corner. 

That decision-making and skill makes 
him one of the form players in the Pre¬ 
miership. 

“Shane has backed it up with another 
really good sound display on Saturday,” 
said Mallinder. “He showed good decision¬ 
making, he kicked the ball at the right 
times, defended well and kicked his goals 
well, so I was really pleased with him. 

“Stephen Myler will be fit for this week - 
and we will need them all in the season.” 

Leeds come into Saturday’s game on the 
back of a 56-7 hammering at the hands of Lon¬ 
don Irish, but Saints will be wary of a back¬ 
lash from the Premiership newcomers and 
Mallinder will not be resting on his laurels 
after last week’s win at Gloucester.

DEAN BECKWITH has revealed that the 
Cobblers players are concerned about 
being dragged into a Coca-Cola League 
Two relegation scrap. 

And the Town defender also confirmed the 
squad are well aware that they are not ‘too good to 
go down’ this season. 

Beckwith has been ever present for Northamp¬ 
ton so far this term, and is better placed than 
most to give his assessment on the decline of a team 
who were among the pre-season tips for promotion. 

The team’s form has mirrored his own, with a 
very bright start quickly fading to the point where 
major questions are now being asked of both.

“Sammo has come in and he’s told us he wants 
commitment from everyone, and I think we showed 
him that at the weekend. 

“Hopefully we can keep playing with that com¬ 
mitment and get a few results to get him the job.” 

Beckwith knows only a positive result at Shrews¬ 
bury on Saturday (ko 3pm) will be acceptable to the 
board of directors if they are to continue to con¬ 
sider making Ian Sampson’s role as temporary 
manager into a permanent one. 

The defender, who turned 26 on Friday, hopes 
Sampson will be allowed to continue to run the 
team, and says the players will be doing their 
best to ensure that happens at the New Meadow this 
weekend. 

“That’s not up to me and I have no control over 
that but hopefully he will be allowed to carry 
on,” he said. 

“We’ve got Shrewsbury away on Saturday and we 
need to get a win up there.” 

Meanwhile, the reserves were held to a 0-0 stale¬ 
mate at Sixfields by the Colchester United sec¬ 
ond string, with trialist Courtney Herbert putting 
in another bright display.
